From THE MANAGER'S DESK 


Talk of regionalization of the P.S.L., the end of 
the P.S.L. under its present format are the 
vibes being circulated throughout soccer since 
the news broke out that Philips Industries will 
no longer be the major sponsor for the 1982 
Season. 


The news was released last Thursday at a spe- 
cial meeting which was held at the Sydney City 
Club. The initial response was one of disbelief 
and shock to say the least. 


To set the record straight, contrary to reports 
in the press about the reasons for the with- 
drawal, Philips Industries in an official letter an 
stated the main reason for not continuing their ste 
major sponsorship is that Philips Industries are re-structuring their marketing pro- 
gramme and at this stage they were uncertain in what direction they would head. 
They have not pulled out of soccer completely, the Philips Cup will be sponsored 
by Philips Industries over a three year period for a sum of $300,000. 


The question on everybody’s mind is - where do we go from here? | have no doubt 
that the National League will continue ... this was the overall consensus at last 
week’s meeting. To disband the League would be a fatal step. 


The A.S.F. Marketing Division will now have to find a new sponsor, and the latest 
indications in this regard are good. Soccer is developing into being the major sport 
here in Australia and the marketing divisions of national companies will no doubt 
see the value of such a prestigious sponsorship. Finally, one of the most pleasing 
aspects to come out of the meeting was the unity that exists between the member 
clubs ... we were all faced with a serious problem and the only thing on everybody’s 
mind was to work together and find a quick solution ... with such an attitude we 
are certainly destined for a bigger and better future. 


What’s gone wrong at Marconi-Datsun, seems to be the question the Australian 
soccer public is asking. Since my last report our Coach, Raul Blanco, resigned as 
he felt that in the best interests of the Club this was the only solution. We wish 
Raul Blanco all the best in soccer for the future. 


Luciano Nesti the Youth Team Coach has been appointed caretaker coach for the 
rest of the season. 


To say that the results have been disappointing for our Club would be inadequate. 
Spectators, supporters, officials, even the players expect better ... but unfortunately 
the best was not seen this year. 


Memories are very short ... over the last three years Marconi-Datsun has achieved 
every possible honour that there is to achieve in Australian Soccer i.e. 


1979 P.S.L. Title - Player of the Year - Team of the Year - Under 21 Player of the 
Year - Coach of the Year - Top Goalscorer of the Year - 


1980 The Philips Cup - 1981 The Charity Shield 


To fully discuss what went wrong in 1981 would takemore than one page. If there 
was one major single factor, then | would have to say National Team duties have 
severely crucified Marconi-Datsun - remember we didn’t have one player on duty 
over the last two years but NINE. 


Marconi is a proud Club, a great Club, without doubt the greatest in Australia, but 
even the great ones go through a lean period, we will long remember 1981 at 


Marconi ... “‘as a season of experience”.
